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PREFATORY NOTE 


This check list was planned and initiated by my pred- 
ecessor, Dr. W.N.C. Carlton, who placed the execution of it in 
the hands of Fanny Noyes and Mae I. Stearns, members of the 
Library staff. Before the work was completed Miss Noyes re- 
signed her position and other duties for a considerable time 
engaged all of Miss Stearns' attention. As soon as practi- 
cable, however, the task was resumed by the latter and has 
now been brought to its conclusion and the list issued in 
this multigraphed form. It includes all works within its 
scope in The Newberry Library, October 1, 1922 and a few 
additions since that date. 

The scope of the check list is as follows: It com- 
prises all works in, or partly in English, from the begin- 
ning of printing down to and including 1640. No facsimile 
reproductions or reprints have been listed. 

The arrangement is an alphabetical one with entry 
under the author of the original work and references from 
translator, editor, joint author, attributed author, 'etc. 
Title references have been made only for anonymous works. 
Where the author's name or initials do not appear on the 
title-page the author's name has been bracketed in the main 
entry only. 

Titles and imprints have been given in the exact 
language of title-pages, ellipses having been used for omis- 
sions and brackets for matter supplied. Capitalization and 
punctuation of title-pages have, as a rule, been disregarded 
but the spelling has been followed as closely as possible, 

I (both capital and lower case) having been used where it 
occurs for J, v for u, etc. Where the multigraph has lacked 
the necessary type to show the tilde, the missing letters 
of the contraction have been supplied without brackets.* 

Collation has been given only in exceptional cases. 
The Newberry Library call number and a serial number have

been added in brackets at the end of each main entry. Where 
the work has belonged to a famous collection such as Huth, 
Hoe, Bridgewater, Jones or Chew the fact has been noted. 

The "Check-list or Brief Catalogue of the Library of 
Henry E. Huntington <Bnglish literature to 1640> Compiled 
under the direction of George Watson Cole. New York, 1919," 
has been checked during the time that this list has been in 
process. It has been consulted constantly and quoted fre- 
quently and has been a valuable aid in the compilation of 
this check list.

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PREFACE 


The Newberry Library in 1923 issued in multigraph 
form a check list of books printed in English before 1641, 
compiled by Mae I. Stearns of the Library staff.* This 
work was used by the editors of the Short Title Catalogue 
of English Books, 1475-1640, published by the Bibliographi- 
cal Society in 1926, for recording the Library's holdings. 
After her list appeared Miss Stearns continued her record 
of the Library's purchases in the field of early English 
books, added titles of foreign books published in England,, 
which had been omitted in her list, and made notes of cor- 
rections for the Newberry entries in the Short Title Cata- 
logue. It was her ambition to publish a supplement to her 
check list in the form in which it is now presented, and 
had she lived this list would have appeared under her able 
editorship. Her knowledge of bibliography and careful 
attention to detail have been of great value to the present 
editor . 

This list follows the form of entry in the Short Title 
Catalogue except in the case of certain abbreviations. A 
minimum number of cross references has been made. Notes 
of imperfections in the Newberry copies have been added 
although in most cases the textual omissions have been 
supplied by photostats. All early English books in the 
general collections are shelved in the Rare Book Room and 
the word "Case" is prefixed to the call -number. To avoid 
constant repetition of this word it has been omitted in 
the citation of call -numbers. While it was inevitable 
that the books should be entered under the headings used 
in the Short Title Catalogue and under the STC numbers 
{the form used by the Huntington Library Supplement to the 
Short Title Catalogue) we are indebted to the Huntington 
Library for many ideas, among them the symbols of inter- 
pretation which seem to be clear and easily understood. 

They are listed and explained on p.vii. A debt must also 
be acknowledged to the Folger Shakespeare Library for the 
excellent collations and comprehensive bibliographical de- 
scriptions which appear on its catalogue cards of English 
books . 


*A few copies of this list axe still available. 
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In the preliminary organization of this list Jessica 
Hambleton, assistant in the Rare Book Room, edited Miss 
Stearns' notes and carefully collated the books which have 
been added to the Library during the last three years. 
Samuel Kliger, former assistant in the Rare Book Room, con- 
densed the entries into the form in which they now appear. 

A number of early English books were received too late for 
inclusion in the body of the work. Their titles are added 
at the end. 

The Newberry Library in 1923 had a collection of 719 
English books printed before 1641. Since then over 1100 
titles have been acquired. In addition a number of ex- 
cessively rare items have been secured in photostat but 
these titles are not included in the list.
